During my hospital experience iu Eng- 


land in the Winter of '87-88, I was very 
much impressed by the excellent work done 
in. some of the smaller towns and villages 
through the agency of a charity hospital 
where all of the sick and injured poor were 
attended to. Ever since my return, and 
more especially since my advent as a prac- 
titioner in Bristol, I have been very desir- 
ous of establishing a strictly non-sectarian 
institution within our borough limits, where 
all of the deserving sick can be attended to 
by whatever physician residing in the bor- 
ough they may choose to employ, or 1 might 
say those who are willing to give a portion 
of their time for such purposes. I began by 
speaking of a charity hospital, and by that 
I mean a place where all who are poor and 
sick or injured may, by applying to a mem- 
ber of the committee or one of tlie managers 


afa the ease may be, be admitted to treatment 
free of any expense whatever, and may oc- 
cupy a bed, if necessary, as long as the at- 
tending physicians deem it advisable. 
This 


extends only to those who are known tn tli« 
management to be positively utiable'to pay 
for a physician's services. On the other 
hand, &ueh an institution would admit any 
other persons who could afford to pay for 
services required, but who could not, for 
many reasons, have access to proper nursing 
and hygienic surroundings at their homes. 
Of this latter class we may think of persons 
boarding or servants "where it is not always 
convenient or desirable to carry out a thor- 
ough couirio of treatment. 


forking on this plan the practice of no 


physician would be in any way encroached 
upon, as it would be open to them all. 
The 


Daily Republican under date of October 2nd 
says "There is no doubt but that the neces- 
sity exists for a hospital in Bristol. Acci- 
dents are numerous in the mills of that 
place and on tbe railroads, and the sufferers 
must frequently be removed to either Phila- 
delphia or Trenton hospitals for treatment 
and care. Such removal is frequently at 
the, risk of the injured person's life." 
In 


the course of the article it also states that 
Norri'slowa 1ms such an institution as is 
deemed necessary for Bristol. 


The probable cost of maintaining a hos- 


pital fully equipped to suit our present 
needs would be small, and could be met by 
small contributions from all those charitably 
inclined, and donations of materials which 
could be used for bandages, bed linen, cook- 
ing utensils, furniture, reading matter, etc. 


1 sincerely hope that our people may see 


and feel the necessity of carrying out such a 
plan, and that each will do what they can to 
holp establish it, be it ever so small in the 
beginning. When a hospital is spoken of 
most people immediately imagine a large in- 
stitution elaborately equipped, etc. The 
idea 1 wish to convey is very different. Two 
or three rooms fitted up would be all that is 
required at present and a suitable person to- 
keep things in order or act as nurse it re- 
quired.

Laura King played the opening voluntary 
on the organ, while Messrs. Walter and 
Thomas Groves, Charles Foster, B. Bartine 
and H. T W. Bickel formed the orchestra. 
Mr. Wm. V. Leech read the service and Mr. 
A. Weir Gilkesou delivered the address. 
The building was filled both afternoon and 
evening and tho collection at the two ser- 
vices amounted to fifty-one dollars and a 
quarter. 


The lot on which the new building stands 


is a hundred and fifty feet front on Jeffer- 
son avenue and a hundred and eighty-six 
feet on Wood street. 


The buildine is from plans drawn by a 


former Bristol boy, Allen S. Brouse, now a 
pjromAntini aiobitaot oi Traatoii, 33. J*.^ and 
was built by Wright & DeGroot, contractors, 
of this place. It is very neat and churchly 
in appearance outside with its Gothic win- 
dows of cathedral glass and cross on the 
peak of the roof, and inside is bright, roomy 
and handsome. At the north end is the 
room for the infant school arranged with 
great folding doors that can be rolled back 
when desired, throwing the two rooms into 
one. At the south end under a gallery are 
the library and office rooms. It is ceiled 
and wainscoted in hard wood and lighted 
throughout with electricity and has a num- 
ber of ingenious conveniences rendering it 
admirably suited to its purpose as a Mission 
House. The usual seating capacity of the 
main room is about two hundred, which can 
be increased to three hundred by the gallery 
and the use of the infant room for the plat- 
form. 
We append the opening and closing 


portion of Mr. Gilkeson's address. 


Ten years ago, lacking about five weeks, a 


disagreeable occurrence took place in St. 
jTomjwi'-. RniKftorin.1 Chnrc.b in t.hi^ town of 
Bristol, the end of which was that some per- 
sons who weie then actively engaged in tlie 
work of that parish were driven from it by 
being subjected to a series of insults that 
self-respecting men and women could not 
endure. Even a passing allusion to a disa- 
greeable thing is not pleasant, but on this 
present occasion when it is evident even to 
tlie blind that St. Paul's Mission has taken 
a permanent position among the institutions 
of the town, it seems to be almost a necessity 
that some mention of our origin shoulu be 
made, and besides it indicates lack of self 
respect to silently submit to calumny for- 
ever, and this is a fitting occasion to pub- 
licly state that the assertion so frequently 
made in the past, that St. Paul's Mission 
was a split of dissatisfied and rebellious 
spirits who resisted all efforts toward paci- 
fication, is a statement utterly without foun- 
dation in truth. 
I desire to emphasize this 


and to state most positively and emphatic- 
ally that chose who founded St. Paul's Mis- 
sion were driven out from St. James' Church 
by most insulting treatment, and from that 
day to this present moment not the slightest 
eifort has ever been made by any one to ac- 
complish a reconciliation.

ing about it, for as St. Paul's Mission has 
nothing to apologize for on account of its 
birth, it has no fault to find with the re- 
sults of its life thus far. As we look back 
over the past ten years with their many dif- 
ficulties, as we recall those of our number 
whose counsel and support have been stilled 
and abstracted by death and by removal, we 
can but contemplate our handsome building 
and wonder that it is here and feel pro- 
foundly grateful that others have been added 
to our number to fill the places of those who 
have been taken from us, and we trust and 
believe that those who, like Moses, were not 
permitted to see any end of their work while 
among us, are now viewing it with an en- 
larged vision that can contemplate not only 
this present fauccec^ but the full measure 
that the passage of years will surely bring. 


We point lo tbis building with some degree 


of pride that we can show what eainest 
work and stubborn persistence can accom- 
plish 
We started in the dark, without 


plans, with no chart or compass, with abso- 
lutely nothing but the firm conviction that 
we were right, and with the self-reliant 
spirit that such conviction brings. 


Soon we had shaped a course, however, 


and,.- not daring to think of the distant 
shore,-began tugging at the oars. 
Slowly, 


very slowly, we gathered momentum, and 
finally, after many months of what some of 
our friends thought a hopeless and an aim- 
less struggle, we first saw the shore and 
made the first decided move by paying down 
our accumulated savings to the amount of 
$900 upon this land. Since that time, bur- 
ring the personal loss of those whom God 
has called, every hardship has been merely 
a means of .health-giving exorcise to throw 
aside, and every step has been a pleasure. 
The labor for the dollar fund, offering op- 
portunity for each individual to earn, not 
give, at least one dollar, the extra exer- 
tion on St. Paul's Day, that day in the year 
when those who choose, and nearly all 
choose, contribute to the Mission the pro- 
ceeds of the day s work, and the dozens of 
other labors and exertions have been mat- 
ters of pleasure. These little matters may 
seem trivial, tut this property is the result 
of them all put together, and does rVrt this 
house that we have builded prove the truth 
of what I have said at the beginning 2 ' Can 
any sane human being believe that all this 
work is founded upon hatred, ill will, en- 
mity and spite? I can truthfully say for 
all concerned that we are here to-day, strong 
in the consciousness of the right, and with

cace of heart to all the world, and may the 
ay that sees any of our undertakings en- 


gaged in malice prove the day thatv.il! wipe 
us from the face of the earth and too may 
the day that sees St. Paul's Mission turn 
back in her work or fear any obstacle, or 
any enemy, be the day wben the earth shall 
open and swallow her up. 
'•, As we assemble here to open and dedicate 
this building to religious purposes it may be 
asked what is this religion that these people 
are interested in. This land and building 
completed, equipped and furnished as it 
will shortly be, is the result of ten years of 
work and represents a money value of $7500, 
What is then this religion that men and 
women will plan for and work for and give 
money and thought and time and energy to 1 


I want to try as a plain person talking to 


other plain people to say something about 
religion, that you can if you choose easily 
remember arid c»n add to from your own 
thou'ghts.

Nojw what has St. Paul's Mission to do 


TVitbf all this ? Why do I stand here repre- 
sejn'ting St. Paul's Mission, not a part of any 
ecclesiastical establishment, and talk about 
v'etigion ?

1883.

years was at the rate of £Sa,872,2H7 a. year. 
The value of the exports of British pro- 
duce In 1882 was £6 17s. 2d. per capita of 
tho population. La 1893 it had fallen off 
to JB5 13a. 6d. per capita, the loss of export 
tl'iula tlui'iua tho tlaaou yoava o£ fvoe trudo 
being at the rate of £1 Be. lid., per capita ot 
population per annum. 


Free traders in this country should 


make a note of those facts. It might be 
well for protectionists to place tbls in 
their hats, so Us to remind tho free traders, 
when they get to work oil their campaign 
lies again, that, during a period of a dozen 
years of free trade in the United Kingdom, 
the exports of British produce decreased at 
the rate of $115,000,000 a year, or $0 per 
capita of the population.

Rodflold of Galesburg, raised tho dog unit 
trained him to do the remarkable work ho 
has accomplished. 


Sport weighs 70 pounds while In raolng

tured arllelc U the labor employed lunmk- 
Ing It. Free wool affords no protection tc. 
American labor In the woolen mills.

parts of the state for the platform upon

to tlie protective policy, which has been so 
sturdily championed for a hundred years 
by t he great men of our state and of thu 
nat'on, and to the acceptance of which 
poll oy by the Kopubl lean party the country 
OWL4 all the prosperity It has enjoyed dur- 
ing the last thirly-flvo years. Wo insist 
,unou_tluL-i>ua3ui£u. of. such, J-eaialaticm ai 
will secure the restoration and mainte- 
nance of this policy without qualification 
or abatement. 


4. We charge tho Democratic party, un- 


der Mr. Cleveland's leadership, with tho 
pre< ipltatiori upon tho country in tho 
early part of 1893 of the most disastrous 
Industrial and 
financial panic in our 


MM'rt'y, which was caused by the open 
thri at of Mr. Cleveland to destroy tho 
proiectivo policy, and by tho fear that 
other radical and destructive legislative 
cha'iges would bo attempted under the 
samo leadership. The country has had an 
object lesson In destructive statesmanship 
which it will not soon forget. 


B. Wo rejoice that the scheme of Presl- 


den I Cleveland find other free trade lead- 
ers 'o inflict upon the country the infamous 
Wilson tariff bill, as passed by tho house 
of representatives, was dofoafeod in tho 
L'ni ted States senate. One year ago a tar- 
iff bill which embodies substantial al- 
though not complete concessions to tho 
protective policy became a law without 
tlie president's signature.

dentiitives, prepared and Introduced by our 
distinguished congressman, Hon. William 
A. Stone. 


10. We decry the growing uso of money 


In polities, and the corporate control of 
legislatures, municipal councils, political 
primaries ami elections, and favor the 
emu tment of legislation and the enforce- 
ment of laws to correct such, abuses. 


11 We earnestly insist upon a farm ot 


civil service which will prevent the. en- 
slavement of public officers and employes 
and the compelling of those appointed to 
proserve'thu peace to confine themselves to 
their duties, which will insure absolute 
freedom and fairness iu bestowing state 
und county and municipal contracts, and 
will punish any form of favoritism iu 
granting them; which will forbid the 
grant of exclusive franchises to deal in 
public necessities, comforts, conveyances 
and sanitavy requirements; and will In- 
sure the recognition of ability and L '.elity 
In tue public service, koeping service to 
the country ever foremost, when accom- 
panied by ability accl fitness. 


IS. We demand that public office shall 


be for publicbonoflt.nnd its term in subor- 
dinate positions shall bo during good be- 
havior. No public employe or ollicershould 
be permitted to influence primaries or olou- 
tlont., nor up^.a any pretense bo assessed 
upon his salary, and all unnecessary posi- 
tions and sahu'ios should be abolished and 
expenditures and taxation reduced. There 
shou id bo uniform valuation of property 
for public pxirposes, corporations enjoying 
public privileges should pay for them, and 
Bch.0 >ls should bo divorced from politics 
anil kept absol utely free from political in- 
fluoi ice and control. 


13. Tho commercial, maritime and ship 


building interests of Pennsylvania should 
bo cared for by tho state as a whole. Tho 
interests of the city of Philadelphia and 
tho state of Pennsylvania are identical, 
and both demand the immediate improve- 
ment of the state's great highway to tho 
sea, the Delaware river, by tho removal of 
exist ing obstructions to our ocean trade, 
and development of our commercial pos- 
slbil ities. The advantages which are sure 
to accrue to the whole commonwealth 
justify the state in supplementing, by a 
liberal appropriation, those already inado 
by the city of Philadelphia and the general 
government toward improving the Dela- 
ware river between Philadelphia and tho 
sea. Like considerations would justify 
the state In making an appropriation for 
Improvement of navigation of the Alle- 
ghoi y, Slonongahela and Ohio rivers. 


14. We commend the splendid adminis- 


tration of Governor Daniel H. Hastings, 
•whii h hasjully justified the confidence in 
Mm of the voters of tho commonwealth as 
cxprossed in tho enormous majority given 
him last fall.

OIIAIUMAN QUAY'S IliEAS. 


It is not out of place here to recall Chair- 


man Qiuiy'sa'cnuirks iittho mcctinfi.of tho 
state committee. He said: 


"I have called this meeting because, 


first, I desire to mako personal acquaint- 
ance of the members, second, that an un- 
derstanding might be arrived at in rela- 
tion to the duties of the committee which 
would prevent the unhappy occurrences 
recently witnessed; third, because I de- 
bire information from all of you us to tho 
exact condition of affairs in the different 
counties of this stivto which you fittingly 
represent; fourth, because it is necessary 
that steps, bo taken, and promptly, for the 
financial support of the campaign, and,- 
flfth, because 1 desire your approval of a 
procedure which might probably look like 
usurpation—the appointment of an execu- 
tive committee. 


"It was my thought that the state com- 


mittee might with profit be modeled as to 
its powers and duties upon tho national 
committee. The national committee has 
the right to appoint an executive commit- 
tee. I think it is composed of nine mem- 
bers, who shall be members of tho na- 
tional committee, or not connected with 
it. Thu importance of such an organiza- 
tion consists of tho unwieldmess of the 
committed iu.id the, difuculcy of mombo^s 
promptly assembling. For that reason" 
during the national campaign tho execu- 
tive committee alone sits at headquarters 
daily, tho uatioual committee buiugrorely 
called together except at tho inauguration 
of the campaign." 


Mr. Quay's 'idea of the executive com- 


mittee, of which Mr. Loach is chairman, 
was unanimously approved. 


THE PARTY OF ItEFORM. 


That the Republican party is the party 


of reform was attested by the fact that a 
resolution offered by John Kussoll Young 
was unanimously adopted. It provides 
for the appointment of a committee of five 
to draft resolutions to curry out the reform 
plank in the state platform. One of tho 
members of tho committee, speaking of 
this, said: 


"No one can road the proceedings of tho 


meeting of the Republican state commit- 
tee without being convinced that Senator 
Quay was in earnest when ho presented to 
tho state convention the reform platform. 


"That platform goes further in tho line 


of political reform than tho professional 
reformers have even dared hint at. Politi- 
cal regeneration 'would be peculiarly Ponn- 
sylvttiiia'c were that platform to be enacted 
into legislation. Extended to the natiOD, 
the whole political system wotild be puri- 
iled."It has ploased the enemies of Senator 
Quay to tneor ut a movement which he 
hab inaugurated. Yet the movement was 
adopted by tho state convention, and tho 
state committee, with a very full attend- 
ance, provided for a committee to draft 
Into bills the reforms demanded by the 
platform. These bills will be reported to 
the next legislature. Candidates will be 
asked tii pledge themselves to the princi- 
ples of tho plailorm, and then it will rest 
with tho Republican voters of Pennsyl- 
vania whether reform candidates snail be 
elected."

government and began to increase the 
national debt, tho reduction of which had 
been constantly going on ever since tbo 
war. 


Today the income of the government Is 


not sufficient to meet its expenditures by 
at least $50,000,000 annually, and it is not 
on record that any Democrat has sug- 
gestedo plau for remedying this deficiency. 


We do not refer to those things for tho 


purpose of discrediting the good inten- 
tions of the Democratic leaders, but merely 
to emphasize the fact that they are wholly 
incompetent to manugo the government, 
and ought not to have been entrusted with 
a task so greatly beyond their ability to 
perform.—Phcanixvlllo Republican.

It Is uurtuin, that journal thinks, 
that if thoro bo n healthy industrial revi- 
val lioro thoro will bo no more tariff tin- 
kering ouo way or tho other. 


The journal in qnnstion loses sight o£ 


tho fact tluit it is in human nature to fly 
from present evils to othors they know 
not of. Industrial depression in Great 
Brit.vln, as to which thoro can bo no ques- 
tion, would bo in itself a sniHciont induce- 
ment for emigration, for tho average Brit- 
ish workman, uuoducntcd ami uncultured, 
look-* upon tho Uoitod Status as a ruodorn 
Cnniinn, wbuvo work is easy nnd wages 
high, and so, it tbinps go wrong with him 
at home, his first and finally overpowering 
impulse is to emigrate to this country. 


Wu only wish tlmt it could bo suld, in 


honc«ty and sincerity, that there is an im- 
mediate prosprot of a trade boom in the 
United States, but there are no indications 
of such a thing. Natural staple products 
are cixtrcmoly cheap, manufactures aro not 
in n flourishing condition, to say tiio least, 
and thoro is not the demand for artisans 
and laborers which exists when times are 
flourishing. 
When \vo cannot find work 


at living wages for our own people to do, 
what chance can thoro bo for foreign labor, 
skilled or unskilled? 


Tula country is no worse off than the 


rost of tho oivili/od world—in fact, all 
things being considered, it is better off—• 
but it is not enough better to encourage 
immigration or to hold out hopes of for- 
eign labor finding employment. If labor 
will como from abroad, it must take its 
chances, but tho vice of unrestricted Ira- 
migration is that tho support of foreign 
laborers and thoir families who can find 
not even the menus of subsistence is 
thrown upon the people of tho United 
States. 


It. is simply idle to talk any longor. The 


timo for action has oomo, and tho next 
congress, whatever else it may do, should 
enaot a practical and rigid law for tho reg- 
ulation of immigration. Whenever thoro 
Is n tore work to bo done than our own peo- 
ple can do, we can secure immigration. 
Until then, lot foreigners stay away.—San 
Francisco Chronicle. 


Newspaper* In Parii. 


The Paris press comprises nearly 50 


daily newspapers, the aggregate not hav- 
ing varied greatly during the last ten 
years. Most of those arasold forl sou. An 
extremely limited number aro sold for 9 
sous and two or throe only for 8 sous, or a 
little less than 3 halfpence. It is hardly 
necossary to say by way of preliminary 
comment that n dozen really able journals 
would be better supported and better serve 
the interests of tho public. The French 
pooplo, taken as a moss, have little money 
to pay for tho gratification of the small 
amount of literary taste they possess, an 
opinion entertained by the novelist Zola, 
who declared in an interview afew months 
ago that reviews and magazines like those 
of England^ and America would not find 
In France a sufficient number of readers 
to justify tbeir publication.—Exchange,

CUBANS WAST TO BOBBOW. 


American Capitalist* Will Be Aiked to 
tend the Strolling bland «1O,OOO,OOO. 


Colonel Nunez, leader of the American 


Cuban revolutionary party, has made pub- 
lic the scheme for a gigantic Cuban loan 
to enable the Insurgents to carry on their 
war. 
The American people are to be ap- 


pealed to, and 110,000,000 is the sum to be 
asked. 


Colonel Nunez says: '' Tho legality of 


our loans is out of the question. That has 
already been decided. With $10.000,000 
the war would not last six xuontbs, for, 
added to our own funds, we would then 
have more than enough to arm our land 
forces and buy cruisers which would anni- 
hilate Spanish commerce. 


"It is fair to estimate that our 6 per 


cent bonds will be quoted at the time of 
issue at about the value of the Spanish 
securities, say 50 per cent below par. 
It 


would thus require 430,000,000 in bonds 
to oovor the sum needed. These $20,000,- 
000, 
all the money which Cuba, with her 


great national wealth, would be responsi- 
ble for, could easily be repaid at par In five 
years, together with the interest. 


"And what will give a bettor prospect 


and security for idle American capital 
than to offer them, for instance, a super- 
vision of our custom houses or. certain 
concessions, such as the building of the 
many railroads necessary to develop the 
interior of the island, the construction of 
docks, tho dredging of ports, the 'canali- 
zation' of our rivers, the working of mines, 
the contracts for our naval department 
and, above all, as a natural consequence, 
tho current of uutrnmmelod business which 
would be opened between the two coun- 
tries?"—New York World.

Opinions of the Press as to Oar Govern- 


ment's Duty.

The bird's neck and one wing had been 
broken and it was quito doad when picked 
up. A covey of those birds was hutched on 
Fort Nonsense, within the city limits, this 
spring, and the bird which scared Mr. 
Johnson out of his wits is supposed sto be a 
member of the family. It is suggested that 
the bird was a sort of new woman in the 
partridge family, and that she boldly came 
down to the town to see what was happen- 
ing. 


"I thought the days of fhissort of thing 


ended when the ravens fed Elijah," said 
Mr. Johnson, "but it seems that the Lord 
can still send a man his dinner and a small 
hot bird too. 
Oh, no, it wasn't cooked, 


but I'll just attend to that. Say, nobody

has plenty of witnesses. Besides the bird 
and the hole in the window, he has the 
evidence of several persons who were av 
tracted to the scene.

A Modern Tnbal Cain. 


Dos Moines has a modern TubaKJaln in 


the person of S. B. Dawson, who claims 
to have discovered the lost art of making 
"Damascus stool." He has exhibited in 
Chicago some samples of cutlery made 
from the metal, which have an edge keener 
and smoother than a steel razor. This was 
demonstrated by a microscope and photog- 
raphy. 
The new metal is a combination 


of copper and tin and two other elements 
which Mr. Dawson keeps secret. A dagger 
made from it looked like polished gold. 
Mr. Dawson claims to be a lineal descend- 
ant of Balph Hoggo, who cast the first 
iron cannon made in England, and his an- 
cestors on both his father's and mother's 
sides have been workers in iron and steel. 
He says his discovery is partly accident, 
but primarily the reward of years of labor, 
research and experiment. He claims that 
the new steel or hardened copper Is suit- 
able for any kind of cutlery from a com- 
mon pocketknife to the most delicate sur- 
gical instrument, and that no deleterious 
oxide (rust) forms on it under tho most 
severe tests. Any steel drill forced against 
it when it is hardened will break.—Bur- 
lington Free Press.
